The Agriculture course is being given - 
in the Antioch High School this year ao 
that it will meet the Smilh-Hughes re- 
quirements. The Smilh-Hughes act 
was passed in 1917. and it enabled High 
Schools to establish the Agricultural 
course in their regular curriculum and 
receive Federal aud^ State reimburse- 
ment for some providing they live up to 
certain standards established. If the 
High school meets the requirements 
laid down by the Federal Board the 
funds expended by the local board for . 
teaching the Agricultural work will be 
matched by an equal sum from the 
State and Federal funds. 

Two courses will be given in the High 
School this year and two different 
courses will be given next year, so that 
anyone starting in his Freshman year 
can take four courses in Agriculture .. 
during his High School career. Ani- 
mal Husbandry and Soils and Crops will 
be given the first semester of this year 
and Dairy Cattle Feeding and Manage- 
ment and Horticulture the second 
semester. The Freshmen Agricultural 
, students will also take General Science 
as a related science to their other 
course. ' 

Every boy who takps the Agricultural __ 
course must in addition to class room - 
work carry on some farm project of his 
own that will be worthy of being called 
a project and which will apply directly 
to the course that the boy is studying in 
High School. This will give the boy 
the practical experience which is very 
essential to the proper training for his 
future vocation— farming. If the boy 
takes the course in Animal Husbandry 
he wil! carry on an Animal Husbandry 
project. Example— ''Raising a dozen 
hogs for market," "Starting a Pure 
Bred herd of swine on the farm." 
"Keeping records of the milk produc- 
tion of the home dairy herd and testing 
the milk," etc., or any other project 
that the boy may select and which will 
be directly connected wi'hthe coarse 
he is taking. If he were taking the- 
course in Soils and Crops or Horticul- 
ture he might select a project similar 
to the following— "Raising ten acres of 
corn or alfalfa." "Rejuvenation of 
the home orchard, etc. The boy will 
receive credit for hJs project work in 
addition to his class' room_ work. The 
amount of credit received varying frgm 
J-i unit depending on the valUe of the 
project, but in no case will a boy re- 
ceive credit in class room work unless 
he has satisfactorily completed a home 
project. 

The boys in the Agricultural classes 
will form an Agriculture club and have 
meetings at regular intervals twice a 
month or oftener. Meetings will be 
held at the High School and visitors 
will be welcomed. Outside speakers 
will be obtained when we find it possi- 
ble to have them with us. During 
these meetings Agricultural topics of 
local interest will he discussed. 

A boys judging team will represent 
our school at the Annual Judging Con- 
test at Urbano, 111., this fall. At that 
time our team will compete with teams 
from other high schools throughout the 
state and the winning team will be sent 
to the International Live Stock show to 
compete with the winning teams from 
other states. Many good prizes will 
be given both at Urbana and at the 
International and it will be well worth 
while for any boy in either of the Agri- 
! cultural courses to try out for this

All of thcfie factors are, under the con- 
trol of breeders or Btocic raisers who 
by conft-olllne them. can. in a large 
degree, eliminate runts, which, accord- 
ing to tiic reports, constitute 7 per 
cent of nil farm animals.

Bpecfallsts consider It dependable, for 
the replies- hnve been received from a 
large proportion of farms on the ac- 
credltcd-herd Ust (having cattle free 
from tuhcrctiloslB), and most of the 
remainder ore from farms whose own- 
ers are cooperating wUh the Depart- 
ment of Agriculture and state agricul- 
tural colleges in the "Better blres- 
Botter Stock" campaign. Those who 
answered the questionnaire are. there- 
fore, interested In the control of dls; 
eose nnd the Improvement In quaiiii 
of donlcstlc .animals, and. Id general, 
are progressive Uve stock owners. 

In addition to the three principal 
causes of runtlness previously mi'"- 
tloned. the reports show that there 
nre numerous other contrlbu hu; 
causes.' A summary of the opinions 
from 783 live stock owners shows tliat 
the principal causes of runty live 
stock are: Inferior breeding 31.0 pcr 
cent; Inadeqnute or unsuitable feed, 
30-1 per cent; parasites and Insect 
nests. 15.1 pcr cent; Inadequate hous- 
ing and cure. 12,4 per cent; contagious 
diseases, .1.1) p6r cent; exposure 2.J 
per cent; accident, 1.0 per cent; other 
(■awses. 1.7 per cent. U appears that, 
the breeding of well-selected purebred 
stock produces very few undersized 
animals, but that with scruhs-cspe- 
clally when Inbred-the . percentage or 
nmty stock Is high. ' ■ 

The reports show that runtlnesB Is 
most prevjilent among hogs, the avcr- 
ime percentage reported being lo.l.

Since the introduction of the hardy 
varieties of wheat from southeastern 
Europe there luis been a decided north- 
ward movement-of the winter-wheat 
area. This movement has been rapid 
m recent vears. The reasons therefor 
lire the generally large yields of win- 
ter wh.'ut due. first, to Us earlier ma- 
lurltv, thus enidillng It to escapo hull, 
hot winds and disease; second, to Us 
greater drought resistance; and third, 
to the better division of labor, which 
It allows through fall seeding nnd ear- 
lier harvesting. ' 

The profitable production of wheat 
iu the eastern part of the United 
States depends to a considerable ex- 
tent on the choice of the best-adapted 
varieties. Tn general, the soft red 
winter wheats are grown, although soft 
white winter wheats are popular In the 
northeasteni United States, especially 
In Kew York and Pennsylvania. . In 
the extroina west«rn portion of the 
eastern arua, whlch.ls limited on the 
w"st npproxhaately by the line (»f 
!iU InchHH of rainfall, hard red winter 
wheals of the Turkey type are grown. 
Alonfe the line of :^0 Inches rainfall 
there Is a transition xone In which 
hard and soft red winter wheats suc- 
ceed about equally well.

any. of several conditions, say special- 
ists of the United States Department 
of Agriculture. It may result from a 
disease or Injury that seriously at- 
fecta or destroys the secretory repro- 1 
ductlve organs. It may be caused .by 
Improper luuctlonlng of the Bysteni. 
wiilch In.turn Is often brought about 
by unsuitable feed or faulty elimina- 
tion of wastc^products, or It may be 
due to a general lowering of body vi- 
tality. 

There arc also cases of steriutj or 
impotence for. which deflnlte causes 
are dUllcult to find. Failure to breed 
quite frequently occurs In boars and 
BOWS which have been fitted and kept 
in high condition for show purposes. 
In eome instances the sow falls to 
come in heat, or perhaps Indicates 
Uiat she Is In heat and Is successfully 
served by the boar without resulting 
conception. In other cases the boar 
shows no desire to male, or aets^Ui- 
effcctlvely. - ' 

The Orst stop In overcoming tne 
trouble Is to lind a positive cause, 
when possible, by making u thorough 
eiamlnatlOh. This should Include a 
search for physical defects, the pres- 
ence Of disease, the results of Injuries, 
or lowered vitality from any cause. 

When, from such examination, It 
appears that proper treaUuont w Ui 
prove successful, remedies should he 
administered promptly. But If ^ '"^ 
cause is obscure, or If there Is little 
likelihood of correcting the defect sue- 
cessfully, U Is best to i-emove the nnl- 
mal from the breeding herd. Hoars 
may be castrated and littcd for 
slaughter as market hogs. Similarly, 
sowii should be discarded when Uiej 
become uncertain breeders. 

When there Is no apparent cause 
for falluxe of swine to mate, experts 
of the United States Department of 
Agriculture frequently have observed 
a inzv or sluggish temperament 
The.se hogs gencndly are of the type 
known us -hot-bloods." They are fat 
and show an unwillingness to exer- 
cise The tendency Is more common 
In mature hogs and Increases with 
age. but Is frequently found In young 
stock. Careless and unwise Inbreed- 
ing practices tend to produce hogs of 
this type, but Inbreeding does not nee* 
c«arlly bring about the condition.

Chicago, Sept. 13.— Unrvey . W. 
Church Ima nmde n coufoaslon to two 
of the most distVcHalng murders In the 
history or Chicago. ^ 

After Mine hours of ceaseless erlll- 
Ing . llio tweuty-Uirec-yenr^lU boy 
broke Oown. Ho nuiazetl IiIh quos- 
tionera by the rccUnl'of the cold- 
blooded manner In which he killed nhd 
inutUated Itcmord J. DnuKJiorty, etar 
Packard motorcar sulesiiian, and Carl 
J. Ausmus, demonstrator, merely to 
get the .?5,400 car which he had-pro- 
l)OBcd to buy. 

He killed both men single haiidod, 
one at a time. The terrible beatings 
shown ou the bodlcH and the trusalng 
of both was merely-"to be sure they 
were dead." he confessed. 

Dnugheity, \vho.se handcufTed hod^v 
with throat slashed, was found In the 
canal near Illver Foreat, was the flrst 
victim. \ 

While AusmuB waited In the car 
outside Churcirs "roHldence nt 2022 
Fulton street Church tooK unugherty 
Inside. Immediately Inside the door 
lie turned and pressed a revtdver 
against 'Daugherty'fl sUlo, forced, hlin 
to .hold up his hands while he hand- 
cufTed the "salesman. At-the point' of 
Uie revolver, ho forced Daugherty Into 
tlte baBcmcnt of his house. 

There, while the helpless man tried, 
vainly to fight back -filth his manncled 
hands, the boy swung terrltic blows 
again and ngtvln over his head with 
a baseball bnt. 

After Daugherty fell, Church slashed 
tils tliroat, **to make sure hu was 
dead" and pulled the body to one side. 
Then he returned to tlie parlor.. 

A few inonientfl later Ausmus came 
In, Inquiring as to the delay. Church 
drew his revolver and couunandert 
Ausmus to precede lilm to the base- 
ment 

At the point of the gun., Ausmus 
iubmltled' to having bis hands t.led. 
With the revolver still menacing the 
demonatrotor the boy seized the ball 
bat. ', - 

*'Ausmus waited In the car at the 
curbing," suld Church, "while 1 went 
Inside with DauKherty. I told him I 
would get lilin the money in the par- 
lor. Ho seemed satlslled arid unsns- 
plclous. When wo got to the parlor 
I drew.»,a revolver. I don't think 
Daugherty had any Idea of what I 
ivas going to do. lie Just held up 
his hands. 

"I bulled out the handcufCs with 
one bond 'and tohl him to hold out 
his hands, one' at a time. ^Vll the 
time I kept the gun leveled at him. 
Mo looked like a powerful man and I 
ivasn't going to give blm ji chance. 

"After I snapped one bracelet on, I 
made him hold out the other hand. 
Ue sccnied calm enough. Then I told 
him <he wny to the basement stairs 
nnd told hlni to walk timt way. I 
;toId him I'd kill him If he made a 
break. - 

"He walked right along and down 
the basement stairs. When we got to 
Uie bottom I told him to stand stiU, 
right where you found those bloody 
BpotH. Then I took the baseball bat_ 
In one hand, but I kept him covered 
with the gun so that he couldn't 
move, 

"•Turn around,' I sold. Ho started 
lo turn, I guess he had nu Idea of 
what was coming then, but It was too 
late. I swung the hat with all my 
might, and It caught him right acroHS 
Ihd liead. He went down hut kept 
, wriggling and tried to strike back 
with his two hands together. 

"1 kept boating hlni over the. bead 
un'tll he didn't move any more. I hit 
him with the bat and tJic hatchet. 
Then I cut his throat. I was afraid 
he might have come to while I was 
going upstairs to get Ausmus. 

"Then" I went upstairs and waited. 
I knew Ausmus would come In. He 
did, a few moments later. He want- 
ed to know what the delay was about 
"*Where'a. Daugherty?' he asked. I 
puiled the re\'olvor again and told him 
to hold biH hands up quick or I'd 
blow his brains out. 

"He held them jip. 1 wen|, through 
the same thing us I did with the other 
fellow. 
:- "That certainly, was o beautiful car, 
and I g^iesB I should haye.gonc back 
nnd cleaned up the basement right 
nwny instead of riding around. It 
didn't seem so terrible to me. I 
wanted the car, and I thought I'd get 
caught If Daugherty or the otli^r fel- 
low got away." 



Washington, Sept. 14.-=^The senate 
finance committee voted unanimously 
for Increased Income tar exemptions 
for heads oC families and for* depend- 
ents. 

The provisions of the iiousc rev- 
enue revision 1)111 Increasing the per- 
sonal exemiJtIons from $2,000 to 
92,.W0 for heads of families having 
Incomes of ?5,()00 or less and the ex- 
eniptloup for children and dependents 
from $200 lo $400 each were approved. 
All of Secretary of the Treasury 
Mellon's Tax reconuuendiitlons that 
came to a vote were rejected by the 
conmilttee, and the committee expects 
to reject the retnalnder of the adniln- 
istrallon tax program when Unvotes 
on making the excess' profits tax re- 
peal retroactive. 

Consideration oC the rate sched- 
ules will be completed by the finance 
comuilltee on Friday, Chairman Pen- 
rose announced, so that the bill can 
be drafted and repyrteii to the senate 
on September 21. 

The bill, In Its final form, will he 
virtually Ihe same measure tbnt 
piiKSod the bouse. Seimtor Penrose 
predicted that the fimincc connnlttee 
probably will refuse Mr. Mellon's re- 
quest to nuike tlie excess profits tax 
retroactive. If this Is done, Seimtor 
Penrose said, 3Ir. Mellon's recom- 
mendation that $250,000,000 In addi- 
tional (axes he levied on small tnx- 
pnyer.s to nmke up for the loss of the 
excess profits lax would not have to 
be carried out. 

•'Personally," said Senator Penrose, 
"I would be entirely willing to see the 
excess - profits tax abolished as of 
January 1, 1021, but my suspicion Is 
that the connnlttpe will defeat me." 

The finance committee. fixed 32 per 
cent as the niaxhmim Individual bi- 
come surtax rate. This Is the sunie 
figure us fixed by the house. Mr. 
Mellon bad recoinnieiidod that sur- 
taxes he reduced to 'l'\ per cent, but 
the senate committee rejected his i)ro- 
posal without a record vote. 

The schedule of surlaxes will be re- 
arranged by the ■ senate committee. 
Senator IVnrose said the committee 
was working on a plan to. have the 
surtaxes start at f per cent on In- 
comes of $0,000 Instead of $o,tHH» and 
Increase the surtax 1 per cent for 
each additional $2,000 of Income In- 
stead of 2 i)er cent as at present. 

The plan, If adopted, would mean 
a reduction of surtaxes on Incomes 
from $0,000 to $72.(KK). The :i2. iier 
cent (ax would be levied im Incomes 
of $72,000 and over. 

In deciding upon the- house figure 
for the surtax maximum the senate 
comnilttee drafted a motion to re- 
duce the nornuil Income tax rate from 
4 per cent on Incomes of less than 
$0,000 and 8 per cent on Incomes 
above that figure to '^ jier cent. 

Senator LaFollette made the mo- 
tion to reduce the normal Income tax, 
hut It was rejected witliout a record 
vote. The senator announced later 
that he would* propose the reduction 
in the .senate ns.au amendment when 
the tax hill Is considered Uiere. 

Tlie Jlnnnce committee also ap- 
pfoved tlie provision of the house bill 
permitting tuxpnyers to deduct net 
losses against their Income for the 
Huccecding year. 

In luldUlon to the , excess profits 
tax repeal the committee will vole on 
.Secretary Mellon's lecommeiidatloh 
that one-half the present transporta- 
tion taxes be retained for another 
year and that the existing tax on cap- 
ital stock he repealed. 

Senator Penrose said that the com- 
mittee probably will refuse lo retain 
the irausportutlon taxes and he pre- 
dicted also that the curporatlon tux 
of 32^>A pL-r cent fixed by the bouse 
bill will be npproved by the finance 
committee. There Is no disposition 
on the part of the committee to In- 
crease Uie lax to lo per cent us rec- 
ommended by Mr. Mellon, Senator 
I'enrose said.

BUILDING COSTS CUT 



Wages of Chicago Building 
Workers Reduced. 



U. S. MARKET REPORT 

IVIarJcetgram of- Bureau of Mar- 
kets and CroD Estimates. 



Twenty Per Cent Saving in Construc- 
tion Prices Under New Plan, 
Saye Judge Landls. 

Chicago. Sept. 10.— Judge Liindls cut 
the wnges-ot. building laborers right 
ond left In his long-awaited decision 
In the dispute between the building 
contractors and their emploiy-ees. It 
was expected his arbitration of the 
dlfilculty would result In the return 
to work of between 40.000 and fiO.OOO 
men and a boom In building through- 
out the city. 

The wage cuts, which \nry, coupled 
with the abolition of all restrictions on 
the use of material, save prison mnde. 
and the doing away of the old "make- 
.work" rides, the judge estimated will 
bring about a reduction in liuUdlng 
costs of about 20 per cent. 

The new rates <)f pay arc fixed In 
accordance with the amount of skill 
required by the work, coupled with- 
the average number. of days worked 
per annum. The fireproof tllelayers 
top the new scnhf at .$1.12^ per hour, 
the bricklayers receive $1.10 and the 
structural Iron workers $1.0o. 

Common labor was slashed more 
deeply, coming down from the 'old 
scale of SI to 72H cents iwr hour. Kx- 
cavatlng laborers receive 47^^ cents 
per hour and wall excavators a slight- 
ly higher amount.
